Jamar, where he ia confident they will 
ilio be fairly treated, instsadjof attaek- 
ng the Commissioner in newspapers. 
The General Land Office," says Mr. 


Washsbnroe, "for the last fifteen years 
las, according to my judgment, been 
;he most corrupt Department that ever 
existed in any Government on the face 
of the earth. For j-e-irs nnd years the 
and jobbers find the land

says : General Bntler said yesterday of 
joycotting as a weapon of defence by 
:he wageworkers *f this country: 
"It 


is a poor weapon. The principle is all 
wrong. 
It is a wttpon used by em- 


ployers, and wage workera should try 
to do belter than they. The workman's 
weapon is his vote. United they can 
make laws of the land. If the Keen 
brothers, of Lynn, for instance, die- 
charge tbeir operativei simply because 
they join labor organizations, that is 
dec'aring war against the people. If 
employment is refused these people by 
the capitalist class, then let that clasa 
provide for the wants of tuemplojed 
workera. In other 
words, if 
Keen 


brothers and men of their ilk prevent 
men from taming an honest livelihood, 
they should be taxed to support them. 
This is u better itad more logical 
method than th* boycott. This is a per- 
fectly legal weapon and can produce 
but one result—the oppressors of labor 
will capitulate. The great danger to 
tb* workingmen of this country is that 
they will not stand together m politics 
on matters which govern tbeir own in- 
terests. I bav* spent considerable time 
and money in working for their inter- 
ests, and what is the result ? They did 
not even give me a fair vote in my own 
State. Th* solution of the great labor 
problem will depend upon the election 
of some proper representative to the 
Presidency. It will probably not be 
in my day, but some good man will 
com* to the front who wil! probably 
represent the ideas and feelings of the 
massna. The ballot is the only solution 
of the labor problem of to.dny."
